YUGOSLAVS FIGHTING HARD

ATHENS, April 14 -Cheered b y 
news of Yu goslav m ilitary su c­ 
cesses in the west, British and 
Greek forces repu lsed su ccessive 
German attacks in the Fiorina re­ 
gion with “severe losses ’ today as 
the Anglo-Greek-Yu goslav allies 
» ou ght to tu rn the Nazi techniqu e 
of rapid mob ility into a maneu ver- 
ab le w ar of position. 
F u rther stiffening of the Brit- 
ish-Grecian main defense line an­ 
chored at Mt. Olympu s and rang­ 
ing northw est to Fiorina was evi­ 
dent in m ilitary dispatches reach­ 
ing Athens this morning. 
These dispatches said that in­ 
tensive 
overnight 
fighting 
had 
simmered down chiefly to patrol 
clashes b etween Nazi and British 
forces in which the B ritish u nits 
inflicted heavy losses on the en­ 
emy. 
In addition. British imperial 
arm y reinforcem ents were report­ 
ed [» ou ting u p to the front in ever- 
increasing stream s.

German« , Kcpu Ked 
A nu m b er of German attem pts 
to smash throu gh the lines near 
Fiorina were repu lsed late yester­ 
day with considerab le losses to 
the attackers. 
At one point, in­ 
tense* artillery and anti-tank fire 
so b adly b roke u p a German a t­ 
tacking mechanized u nit that the 
Nazi attackers retreated in haste, 
leaving several destroyed armored 
cars and tanks to m ark the spot 
of defeat. 
At another point, a German pa­ 
trol sou ght to pierce the advance 
Grecian line b u t so qu ickly was 
the gu nfire of the Greek defend­ 
ers drawn to the spot that a nu m ­ 
b er of Germans were cau ght off 
gu ard and taken prisoner b efore 
they cou ld join their comrades in 
flight to the German lines.

Meanwhile, the resistance of the 
Yu goslav forces — which Berlin 
last week claimed to have deci­ 
m ated w a3 
reported 
stiffening 
noticeab ly with a marked increase 
in comb ative effort b y the soldiers 
of you thfu l King Peter. 
Cau tiou s 
m ilitary reports said only that 
“the situ ation is taking a favor­ 
ab le tu rn” b u t reports from other 
sou rces spoke of a b rilliant cap­ 
tu re of Du razzo, strategic Adri­ 
atic seaport in Italian-dom inated 
Alb ania, b y the Yu goslav forces. 
The latest reports of Anglo- 
Greek su ccesses on the Olympu s- 
Florina line followed the shatter­ 
ing b y British mechanized forces 
of a heavy Nazi panzer attack on 
the nearb y Yanitsa Plain.

that the new' Ru sso-Japanese pact 
had fru strated w hat it

“The pact,” said Yomiu ri, “not 
I only deals a heavy b low to Ameri- 
i can operations in the Pacific b u t 
b rings u nfathomab le pressu re u pon 
the Chu ngking (Chiang Kai-Shek) 
regime.” 
Earlier Prem ier Prince Fu mi- 
maro Konoye 
acclaimed the pact 
as a historic instru m ent that will 
contrib u te to wrorld peace. 
He compared the Moscow-Tokyo 
treaty to the Italo-G erm an-Japan­ 
ese alliance as designed to “fore­ 
stall the spread of war throu ghou t 
the world” and added: 
"It is my b elief that this pact 
is of epoch-making significance in 
relations b etween Japan and the 
1 Soviet Union and that it will con­ 
trib u te greatly toward promotion 
of world peace. 
“I have no dou b t that the pact 
w'ill serve as a b asis for rapid solu ­ 
tion in a concrete m anner of the 
variou s pending qu estions b etween 
the two cou ntries.”

A Tale of a Pig 


A strange and com plicated story about 
a stra y pig w as 
related by the noted historian, John FLsk e, in his “B eginnings of 
N ew E ngland.” 
T his pig, it seems, w as brought in 1643 to “a 
certain C aptain K eayne, of Boston, a rich m an deem ed to be 
hard and ov erbearing tow ards the poor.” 
The C aptain “gav e 
due public notice throu gh the towm crier” b u t no one appeared 
then to claim i t 
L ater, a fte r the C aptain had k illed one of his own pigs w hich 
he had k ept in the sam e sty w ith the stray, “a poor w om an 
nam ed S herm an” cam e to see w hether the stra y w as one she 
had lost. 
Since she did not recognize it she claim ed tha t the 
C aptain had slau ghtered her pig instead of his own. 
She 
brought the case before the elders of the church w ho ruled 
against her. 
N ext she accused K eayne of the ft b u t a ju ry 
cleared him. 
H e then sued her for defam ation and got, w hat 
for the tim e, w as a heav y judgm ent against her. 
Oddly, the 
issue becam e political and, to m ak e a long story short, this in 
tu rn led to the perm anent saparation of the colonial legislature 
into tw o houses. 
Sev eral “m orals” m ight be draw n from this tale. 
One is tha t 
300 years and m ore ago, ou r forebears had m ade the Public 
N otice an im porta nt pa rt of their legal system . 
I t w as another 
70 years before the firs t colonial new spaper, the Boston News- 
L etter, cam e to sta y. 
B ut from the first, as they still are, 
Public N otices w ere a n im portant pa rt of the contents of the 
new spapers.

Since she did n o t recognize it she claim ed th a t the 
C aptain had slaughtered her pig instead of his own. 
She 
brought the case before the elders of the church who ruled 
ag ain st her. 
N ext she accused Keayne of th e ft b u t a ju ry 
cleared him. 
He then sued her for defam ation and got, w hat 
fo r th e tim e, wras a heavy judgm ent ag ain st her. 
Oddly, the 
issue becam e political and, to m ake a long sto ry short, th is in 
turn led to the permanent saparation of the colonial legislature 
into two houses. 
Several “m orals” m ig h t be drawm from this tale. One is th a t 
300 y ears and m ore ago, o u r forebears had m ade th e Public 
N otice an im p o rtan t p a rt of th eir legal system . I t w as another 
70 years before the firs t colonial new spaper, the Boston N ew s­ 
le tte r , cam e to stay.

longed so that six weeks elapsed 
and the question arises whether 
the first dose of vaccine is effec­ 
tive and can count, so tha t the 
second and third doses given at 
this long interval will b e as effec­ 
tive as if given in the customary 
week to three weeks apart. (The 
present 
accepted 
procedure 
is 
three-week intervals for whoop­ 
ing cough vaccine.) 
In general it is true of any im- 
t 
munization procedure that the in­ 
terval timing of dosage which has 
b een worked out should b e ob ­ 
served. and if any interruption 
occurs—especially one of as much 
as a month — the entire series 
should b e started over again. 


Another question that might b e 
asked is whether the first dose 
would sensitize the patient so that 
a second dose at long interval 
would cause a reaction, more or 
le s s s e v e r e .

Skin Peeling 


What is the new operation called 
I 
skin peeling? 
In cases of deep pitted scars on 
the face following acne, and in 
certain other conditions of dark 
! 
pigmentation of the face of the 
skin (Chloasma, liver spots) when 
ex tensiv e enoug h, it is possib le to 
remov e or peel the superficial lay­ 


ers of the skin, giving a much im­ 
proved cosmetic appearance. Nor­ 
mally the upper layer of the skin 
sheds at a slow rate. The cells of 
j which it is composed move up from 
I the b ottom layers of the skin, 
j gradually lose their nuclei, flatten 
out and finally fall off. It is pos­ 
sib le to hasten this process b y 
chemicals and cause the peel i ng of 
deeper cells than normally would 
shed. 
A paste containing these 
chemicals is left on for a short 
time and then washed ofT. An in­ 
flammatory reaction with peeling 
occurs. The process is repeated 
several times. Many very unsight­ 
ly conditions are removed perma 
nently,

Rebirth of tile O utdoors

In general it is true of any im­ 
munization procedure that the in­ 
terval timing of dosage which has 
been worked out should be ob­ 
served, and if any interruption 
occurs—especially one of as much 
as a month — the entire series 
should be started over again. 
Another question that might be 
asked is whether the first dose 
would sensitize the patient so that 
a second dose at long interval 
would cause a reaction, more or 
less severe. But authorized 
Haemophilus 
pertussis 
vaccine 
(Sauer) is said to contain no aid­ 


ers of the skin, giving a much im­ 
proved cosmetic appearance. Nor­ 
mally the upper layer of the skin 
sheds at a slow rate. The cells of 
which it is composed move up from 
the bottom layers of the skin, 
gradually lose their nuclei, flatten 
out and finally fall off. It is pos­ 
sible to hasten this process by 
chemicals and cause the peeling of 
deeper cells than normally would 
shed. 
A paste containing these 
chemicals is left on for a short 
time and then washed off An in­ 
flammatory reaction with peeling 
occurs. The process is repeated 
several times. Many very unsight­ 
ly conditions are removed perma 
nently.
